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REVEALED The sick history of Kylie Maybury’s killer 


MURDERER Gregory Keith Davies 
sexually attacked a dozen children in 
the years before and after he raped 
and killed schoolgirl Kylie Maybury. 

He knew all 12 of his female vic- 
tims and had regular and easy access 
to them. 

The much-married Davies, 75, has 
pleaded guilty to the 1984 murder of 
Kylie, 6, and will today appear in the 
Victorian Supreme Court for a pre- 
sentence plea hearing. 

A Herald Sun investigation has 
also discovered: 


DAVIES this month told his

daughter in a jailhouse confession 
that while he did not remember mur- 
dering Kylie, “I must have done it be- 
cause my DNA is a match to Kylie’s 
killers DNA”; 

SOMEBODY very close to Davies 
anonymously told police in 1997 that 
they should investigate Davies over 
the Maybury murder — yet Davies 
wasn’t charged until nearly 20 years 
later; 

A DAVIES family member recently 


claimed Davies’ mother, Eileen, had 
“blood on her hands” because she 
knew her son was sexually abusing 
children for decades but never repor- 
ted him; 

DAVIES’ mother and her friend, 
Patricia, who later became Davies’ 
third wife, sat in Ararat prison in the 
late 1990s during Davies’ rehabili- 
tation program as he read out to 
them details of his sexual abuse of six 
children — yet both women contin- 
ued to stand by him and kept his 
abominable behaviour a secret;

Pressure on

claimed Davies escaped a jail sen- 
tence in 1984 over sexual assaults 
committed against four other child- 
ren because police allegedly talked 
them out of pressing charges “by say- 
ing it would be too traumatic for the 
children to go through the court 
process”; and 

DAVIES’ daughter revealed she had 
been in contact with two more of her 
father’s victims and that they hadn’t 
reported the sexual abuse they suf- 
fered “but they have confided in me 
and I believe them”.

PM as 10 MPs face chop

Prime Minister Malcolm Turnbull’s 
flagging popularity for the result. 

Mr Turnbull yesterday moved to 
distance himself from the Queens- 
land result, saying it was fought 
“overwhelmingly on state issues”.
